Alba to the village of Galegul (formerly Nazarcea). - 


3, The Cernavoda canal now under construction. It is about 20 meters wide 
and avout 10 meters deep, Ite banks are perpendicular. 


4, The site where a port is scheculed to be constructed. No work has begun, 
an yet. 


5. <A tWoeway gravel road about 820 meters long end six and one-half te seven 
meters Wide, constructed in August 1949, 


6 Site where the canal has not been excavated. It hes been interrupted 
by the gravel road, number 5 above. ; 


7, A gravel road about 400 metors long and six to seven meters wide. 


8 The bed of a dovble track railroad line, sterting from the railroad 
station Dorobantul in the west, ond leading southward to the village

9, A ne@w reilroad line, starting from the railroad station Dorobantul and

10. A three-story building, nearly completed, the walls ere made of brick 
aad the floors ef reinforced concrete about seven hundredths of o 
meteor thick, The basoment is about three and one-half metcars belaw the 
ground, The foundations are nade of reinforced concrete, one meter th: ck. 
The third floor has « ceiling made of concrete, The roof is covered with 
tiles. 


Ti. wooden barracks housing the offices of the engineers and the foremen 
constructing the above building (mmber 10), 


12, Three apartment houses (one story buildings for 30 te 40 porsons), for the 
families of workmen and employees who show dilirence in their work, 


15, Houses for the inhabitants of the ner town, One story buildings made of 
brick with two, three or four apartuents each, Up to the present &6 
houses have been built at this site. 

44, Wooden barracks for the workers of Sovromconstructio, number 7, 

L5, The city's Llectric Power Station, functioning since October 1949,
